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| Saas IN 1918 when the bid came from Washington for 

a Student Army Training Corps program at Oberlin, 
the College responded in characteristic fashion. It had met 
every call for service from the beginning, and it would 
continue to do so. Final training plans were made at a 
meeting of all interested colleges, and training got under 
way. The program started well, but uncertainty and con- 
fusion soon prevailed. A plan of training, worked out at 
Columbia University for the unit there, caught the fancy 
of Washington and was imposed, without warning and 
without adequate time for preparation but with beautiful 
impartiality, on Oberlin and all the other training schools. 
Before the program was finished the Armistice was signed; 
the government broke off the contract with the College, 
and the training unit was disbanded. For its part, the Col- 
lege welcomed the demise of the venture. The Dean of 
the College spoke very plainly when he concluded his 
report on the training corps by saying that “it was with 
feelings of great and universal relief, therefore, that the 
notice was received that the organization was to be dis- 
continued.” 


The College had meant well. As the editor of the 


Alumni Magazine described it in October, 1918, just as 
training was getting underway: “All the institution’s facili- 
ties are harnessed to the national purpose to beat the Hun 
into submission and free the earth of the incubus of_ his 
presence.” But the experience of Oberlin, like that of all 
colleges that cooperated with the War Department by 
agreeing to train members of the Students’ Army Training 
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Corps, had been an unfortunate one. And Dean C. N. 
Cole, again in his candid fashion, provided an epitaph for 
this aborted effort at governmental and academic coopera- 
tion when he closed his description of the entire affair in 
the Alumni Magazine with the words: “So passes the 
S.A.T.C. Peace, profound, enduring peace to its ashes.” 
From our vantage point in 1963 the S.A.T.C. exper- 
ience in the fall of 1918 appears to have been ill-starred. 
Directives from the War Department changed with dis- 
turbing regularity; the Men’s Building was transformed 
into a barracks without great difficulty, but the 33 
trainees had to sleep on the floor on “thin mattresses 
hastily purchased by the College because Army equipment 
failed to arrive; the group had hardly begun training when 
an epidemic of “Spanish influenza” attacked it; the 
trainees’ uniforms got to Oberlin just as the unit was being 
disbanded; and, although they followed a stiff schedule of 
drill and study, gathering into a study room in the base- 
ment of the M.B. when nct in the classroom or engaged 
in military exercise, the trainees earned Dean Cole’s ire by 
paying little attention to their academic subjects, “smoking 
without hindrance,” and “omitting chapel attendance with- 
out rebuke.” Twenty-five years later, during World War 
II, the College enjoyed a considerably less acrimonious 
training experience when it successfully accommodated a 
series of V-12 units, and last summer Oberlin became one 
of the first independent liberal arts colleges to take part in 
a program designed, not to beat anyone into submission, 
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but to help in keeping certain people from that humble 
status.* 

The Oberlin College Peace Corps Training Program ran 
from June 16 to September 6. When the fall semester 
opened, it was possible to report to the College faculty 
that the program had gone very well. If the comments of 
the Peace Corps representatives who served as liaison be- 
tween the College and the Corps can be taken literally, the 
Oberlin program was among the most successful of those 
conducted at nearly 30 colleges and universities during the 
summer of 1963. 


Fortunately, we were spared certain problems that 
harassed Dean Cole and his colleagues in 1918. We had 
fewer trainees than he did — fifty-six began the program 

and the training period itself did not overlap any part 
of the regular academic terms, so that there never was a 
serious conflict between the normal needs of the College as 
such and the requirements of Peace Corps training. More

ing specialists in certain skills, consisted largely of occa- 
sional visits by training officers and the convening of a 
selection board at the mid-point in training and at its 
conclusion. 

The job to be done is easily described. We were to 
conduct a twelve-week program of training that would 


prepare Volunteers for service as teachers — of English, 
mathematics, and science, physical education, and secre- 
tarial skills —- in three countries in former French Africa 


(Cameroon, Gabon, and the Ivory Coast) where Volun- 
teers were already at work in schools and in community 
development projects. From the beginning the prospect 
seemed faintly intimidating. Few, if any, of the trainees 
could be expected to have had teaching experience, and 
their facility in the French language probably would vary 
widely. The intimidation never completely disappeared, 
but it was soon pushed into the background as we became 
preoccupied with the business of training itself. The 
responsibility for the favorable progress of training can be 
laid, on one side, to the idealism, high spirits, and sense of 
adventure among the trainees, and on the other side, to the 
ability of the teaching staff during the course of a brief 
but intensively paced program to temper these qualities 
with practical considerations while preserving them for 
their obvious value to the Volunteers later. 


The training curriculum consisted of eight academic and 
practical components designed to provide skills, informa- 
tion, and personal well-being. Staff members consciously 
tried to tap the high motivation and interest of the trainees 
by relating their material as closely as possible to the role

and six-day weeks, the trainees, most of whom came to 
Oberlin a few days or weeks after receiving their bachelor’s 
degrees, found training not radically unlike what they had 
been doing a short time before. The argot that could be 
heard in the King Building, Noah, and La Maison Fran- 
caise was much like that of any recent College semester 
with the exception of certain terms — selection-out, TEFL, 
the Lorain experience, XBX, Chance Creek — peculiar to 
Peace Corps training generally or to the Oberlin program 
in particular. 

The “Lorain experience” was among the most effective 
practical components of the program. Since few of the 
trainees had teaching experience and most would be teach- 
ing English as a foreign language (TEFL, as the Peace 
Corps styles it) it was necessary to find practice teaching 
opportunities and desirable to find or create such oppor- 
tunities where English was being taught to those for whom 
it was a second language. We were fortunate in finding 
this very set of circumstances at the Neighborhood House 
in Lorain, Ohio, where the bulk of the group was composed 
of Puerto Ricans, Mexicans, and Cubans. The director and 
staff of the Neighborhood House offered not only the four 
regular weekly classes in English for our use during nearly 
the entire summer, but associated themselves very actively 
with us by recruiting two additional classes that were 
taught exclusively by Oberlin trainees. 

The academic components of training — African Studies, 
American Studies, World Affairs —- focused on current 
rather than on more generalized descriptive 


problems 
In the field of American studies, for example, any 


studies 
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Peace Corps program preparing Volunteers for work in 
Africa would have been remiss to the point of irresponsi- 
bility if it had not dealt seriously and in some depth with 
events at Birmingham and elsewhere during the summer 
and the recent course of the civil rights movement. Trainees 
had the opportunity, not only in the framework of the 
American Studies course, but in a series of films, panels, 
and discussions, to explore their own understanding of 
American racial problems. 

Staff and trainees alike regarded fluency in French as 
the crucial objective of the program. By far the largest 
amount of training time was given over to instruction and 
practice in French. For the first two months of training 
French classes met daily for four hours; in the final month 
this schedule was increased to five hours. And many 
trainees, in order to forestall their “selection-out” of the 
program on linguistic grounds, somehow found or created 
other hours for the study of French. It is a measure of 
the trainees’ mettle and the intensive effort of the language 
staff that only two of the trainees who completed the 
program did not reach adequate fluency. Both, incidentally, 
accepted transfer to English-language Peace Corps projects. 

Along with language training and practice teaching, the 
practical side of the usual Peace Corps program also in- 
cludes components designed to bring trainees to optimum 
physical condition and to acquaint them with proven 
methods for staying in a state of good health in what some 
times is a medical environment alien to that they have 
known. Physical conditioning, we found, had its detractors 


and its adherents among Peace Corps trainees just as among

At 
the end of training, however, when the trainees, at our 
request, evaluated the various components of the program, 
they reserved some of their most favorable comments for 
the physical education staff and its administration of the 
exercise program designed by the Royal Canadian Air

A field trip at the end of the eighth week of training 
constituted a welcome respite from the classroom and 
dormitory, and deserves mention as a factor in the physical 
and psychological well-being of the trainees. The group 
spent four days encamped on a rugged and undeveloped

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piece of land near the juncture of Chance Creek and the

back, carrying the minimum essentials —a blanket, a shelter 
half, and a mess kit. The only sustained rainy spell of the

summer unfortunately hampered our plans for several 
hours of training each day. Food supplies, including live 
poultry and pigs, were supplied by SAGA, Inc., the Col- 
lege’s indefatigable caterer, but all preparation of the food 
for the table was in the hands of the trainees. 

Although we made no pretense at approximating African 
conditions in Ohio, the field trip did provide an unexpected 
but welcome bonus in this respect. Because so little in the 
way of conveniences was supplied, with the result that 
trainees spent most of their time cleaning up from one 
meal, preparing for the next, and generally maintaining 
the campsite, the experience became an object lesson in the 
character of a subsistence economy, a term the trainees had 
heard applied with some regularity in the previous weeks 
to the countries for which they were training. The field 
trip also accidentally provided the only incident during 
the course of the summer that gained notoriety beyond 
Oberlin and its environs. Two girls, purportedly exper- 
ienced campers, having taken a wrong turn on the hike to 
Chance Creek so that they reached the area from a wrong 
direction, elected to follow a precarious path that seemed 
to lead down to the campsite, which was situated at river 
level along the bottom of the Vermilion gorge. The path 
in fact led nowhere, and the girls soon found themselves 
stranded about one-third of the way down the face of the 
gorge, unable either to descend further or to return the 
way they had come. The press, which seemed to find the 
field trip more newsworthy than other parts of training, 
described the “rescue” that followed in rather dramatic 
terms and gave it prominent display with photographs and

Nevertheless, they're proud to sport school uniforms — 
bright blue dresses for the girls, khaki shirts and shorts 
for the boys — and to stand at attention with the other 
800 pupils for the weekly flag-raising ceremony. 

“Thirty some boys and girls sit around six brightly 
colored tables . . . and are more or less attentive as I call 
the roll. Sogbo Brogahi Stanilas, Bry Narcisse, and Bakary 
Traore have never appeared in class since I’ve been teach- 
ing here, so I make up simple arithmetic problems about 
how many more stools we would have to buy if they were 
to come. In place of those absent, however, are many 
children not officially registered. The extras are children 
of some of the school’s African teachers, a nephew of the 
former minister of education, fishermen’s children, plant- 
ers children, taxi-drivers’ children, and others who come, 
I suppose, to be with their friends. This obliges me to 
sign the school register this way: “Registered 30; Present 
oie A OBEDL fk ce, 

“The children’s day ends with a cup of milk and a song. 
Milk represents a real treat in their lives, and I have made 
a point of talking about the animal from which milk comes. 
They wrote about la vache (cow) in their notebooks and 
learned a charming recitation by Daudet on the sound 
milk makes as it squirts into the farmer’s pail. 

“IT was reminded, however, of the necessity of taking 
nothing for granted and being sure my students have really 
understood, when late one afternoon a bright five-year-old 
called out, “Voila la vache!’ 

“I stopped serving the cups of milk. “Cyriaque,’ I asked, 
bewildered by this observation, ‘ou tu vois la vache?’ He 
smiled knowingly. ‘Mais, c’est toi, Mademoiselle, parce que 
tu nous donnes le lait.’ ”’

Training concluded at the end of the first week in 
September, just as the town and the College began ready- 
ing themselves in earnest for the opening of the fall term. 

Forty of the fifty-six trainees successfully completed the 
program and on September 5 took oaths of office as Peace 
Corps Volunteers. Before they left for two weeks of home 
leave, we took the occasion of a graduation dinner to offer 
our congratulations and to wish them bonne chance in 
Africa. Mr. Jerome Mendouga, the cultural attaché of 
the Cameroonian Embassy in Washington and guest speak- 
er at the dinner, then set the tone for the next stage of 
the Volunteers’ Peace Corps experience by welcoming 
them on behalf of his country and by reminding them 
that they would find Africa “a continent firmly deter- 


mined to strive for no less than human dignity and the 
freedom of the individual.”

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A COLLEGE MOURNS 


John Fitzgerald Kennedy 
1917 - 1963 


HEN THE NEWS reached the Oberlin campus that President John 

F. Kennedy lay dead of an assassin’s bullet, students and faculty 
alike were stunned with disbelief. Then the bell of Finney Chapel began 
tolling, tolling for the first time since the assassination of President 
William McKinley in 1901, for the second time since the assassination 
of Abraham Lincoln in 1865. And with the tolling of the bell the 
horrible news became a terrible reality. Those near the Chapel entered 
to sit in silence with tears streaming down their faces. Before long some 
700 had gathered, not for any planned service, but to bow their heads in 
quiet mourning for the leader of the nation who had been shot during 
a mission of peace and good will. 


That evening more than 2,000 students, faculty, townspeople 
crowded into the Chapel to pay their respects to the dead President in 
a brief memorial service. President Robert K. Carr had already an- 
nounced the cancellation of all classes and extracurricular activities. 
Along with Provost Thurston E. Manning, Dean Roger Hazelton of 
the Graduate School of Theology, Clyde A. Holbrook, chairman of the 
department of religion, and Ronald M. Saunders, °64, president of the 
YMCA, he now led the College in a service of mourning and prayer. 


When word of the assassination came over the air during the after- 
noon, the Oberlin Review was rolling on the presses. A front page 
story was inserted about the President’s death, and the special edition 
was ready for distribution by 3:30. By then the Gilbert and Sullivan 
performance of Yeomen of the Guard had been cancelled, as had the 
appearance of Malcolm X, Black Muslim from Harlem, scheduled for 
Saturday afternoon, and the Monday evening performance of Suzanne 
Bloch, lutenist. 


Monday was a day of continued mourning, with all classes cancelled. 
At mid-day another memorial service was held in Finney Chapel, spon- 
sored by the Oberlin Religious Council. At the same time two Ameri- 
can Legion posts held a service around the community flagpole in front 
of the Oberlin Inn. 


Classes resumed on Tuesday. But it was a quiet, subdued campus, 
that saw the approach of the Thanksgiving recess tempered by the 
thought that hatred could twist a mind into guiding a finger to trigger 
death for a man who felt no hatred for anyone, whose last unspoken 
words, from his undelivered speech dwelt upon the thought of wisdom 
and restraint and good will toward all: 


“We in this country, in this generation, are — by destiny rather 
than choice the watchmen on the walls of world freedom. We ask, 
therefore, that we may be worthy of our power and responsibility - 
that we may exercise our strength with wisdom and restraint — and 
that we may achieve in our time and for all time the ancient vision 
of peace on earth, good will toward men.”

At the 1960 Oberlin Mock 
Convention, John F. Kennedy 
was nominated for the presidency. 
On May 16, 1960, James Meeks, 
°60, Mock Convention chairman, 
received the following letter:

one of the most popular athletic facili- 
ties of the College and is hailed as a 
great boon to the entire community.

William C. Stetson, owner-manager 
of the local Sport Shop, has been ap- 
pointed manager of the rink with re- 
sponsibility for supervision and sched- 
uling from November through March. 
Fees for use of the rink have been set 
at 25 cents per session for College 


personnel — students, faculty, staff 
members and their dependents — and 
50 cents for non-college personnel.

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In Memoriam 


Newell Windom Ellison, Jr. 
1936-1963 


EWELL WINDOM ELLISON, JR., was born 

on April 24th, 1936, in Washington, 
D.C. He grew up in that city and attended 
St. Albans School. At Princeton, where he 
took his A.B., he did honors work in Eng- 
lish and was president of the Quadrangle 
Club. During this period he also spent a 
summer studying at Oxford. In the fall of 
1958 he began graduate study in English

at Yale University, from which he received 
a Master’s degree in 1959. He spent a total 
of four years at Yale, the last teaching part- 
time and working on his doctoral disserta- 
tion. In 1962 he came to Oberlin as a mem- 
ber of the English department. During the 
summer of 1963, while completing his dis- 
sertation on the novels of Virginia Woolf 
and preparing for his second year of teach- 
ing at Oberlin, he was the victim of a rob- 
bery and murder in his home town of Wash- 
ington, D. C. He was 27 years old. 


No death could have been more untimely. 
Nor could Oberlin have had a greater loss 
from its faculty. Newell Ellison’s youth and 
the short time he spent here may make it 
difficult for this faculty to realize or assess 
the extent of its loss. His students are per- 
haps better equipped for that task, for he 
had already begun to show the qualities of 
a great teacher. But the death of anyone so 
young is occasion enough for sorrow. We 
need not try to calculate his promise, nor, 
for that matter, make sense of the senseless. 
There is very little that can be said except 
that Newell Ellison, who was rare in his 
kindness, his dedication, and his intelligence, 
taught among us briefly and is now, against 
our wishes, gone.

Harbage, Shakespearean expert from 
Harvard University, and a production 
of the Merchant of Venice, with Mor- 
ris Carnovsky, distinguished American 
actor, in the role of Shylock. Mr. 
Carnovsky will be working with Pro- 
fessor Jerome S. Landfield, of the 
department of speech, in directing a 
student-faculty production of the play, 
with Donald Finn, technical director, 
designing the scenery and costumes. 
Alden B. Ashforth, instructor in music, 
will compose the music. 


Tuition Increase 


A $200 increase in tuition for both 
the College of Arts and Sciences and 
Conservatory of Music will go into 
effect next September, following ac- 
tion taken by the Board of Trustees at 
their meeting on November 8. The 
increase boosts tuition charges to 
$1,550, which is in line with tuition 
costs at comparable institutions. It still 
leaves total tuition income only 57 per 
cent of the cost of educating Oberlin 
students. The balance comes from en: 
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dowment and other non-tuition sources. 


President Carr indicated that mount- 
ing Operating expenses made the tui- 
tion increase necessary. Particularly 
pressing was the need for funds to 
increase salaries for faculty and staff 
in order to attract and maintain pro- 
fessors and administrators of high 
caliber. Dr. Carr also made it clear 
that the program for financial aid to 
students will be strengthened to make 
certain that qualified and deserving 
students will be assured of an Oberlin 
education regardless of economic status. 

Also approved by the Board of 
Trustees was the substitution of one 
general fee of $100 in place of a num’ 
ber of separate fees now in effect, 
such as fees for freshman orientation, 
health, athletics, Student Union, and 
student activity. This brings Oberlin 
in line with the practice at most other 
institutions. 


Art Museum Rents Paintings 


In a continuation of a policy that 
has proved exceedingly popular in 
recent years the art department this 
fall rented some 200 original paintings 
and drawings to students and faculty 
at a nominal charge of 75c for the 
semester. The paintings went on exhi- 
bition September 23, and were up for 
rental two days later. Paintings in the 
rental group included both classical 
and modern works, all of them origi: 
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nals. Limit is two pictures to a person, 
with students having first choice. After 
the first day, the rental collection is 
open to faculty, staff, and members of 
the Oberlin community. Paintings 
must be returned at the end of the 
semester. 


New Bowling Lanes 


Six new bowling lanes, with auto- 
matic pin setters, were installed in the 
east annex to Hales Gymnasium dur- 
ing the summer and are now in full 
use by both men and women students, 
and by faculty and staff in open 
bowling sessions. Bowling classes, for- 
merly restricted to the three lanes in 
Wilder Hall, are held during the day, 
with open bowling for College per- 
sonnel in the late afternoon and eve- 
ning hours. 


Faculty Travel Fellowships 


Establishment of a fund of $238,000 
for faculty travel fellowships by the 
Bureau of University Travel was an- 
nounced by President Robert Carr at 
the homecoming dinner on October 26. 
Income from the fund will provide 
funds for Oberlin faculty members for 
foreign travel. The gift marks the first 
substantial matching gift in response 
to the Ford Foundation Challenge Gift 
of $2,200,000 contingent upon the 
College’s raising a sum of $6,600,000 
in three years. Erwin N. Griswold, °25,

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dean of the Harvard University Law 
School and a trustee of Oberlin Col- 
lege as well as of the Bureau of Uni- 
versity Travel, Inc., indicated that 
Oberlin had been selected to administer 
the fund because of its close connec- 
tion with the Bureau during the half 
century in which it conducted educa- 
tional travel tours in foreign countries. 
Harry Huntington Powers, former pro- 
fessor of French, and Louis E. Lord, 
‘97, professor emeritus of classics, were 
former presidents of the Bureau. Fel- 
lowships provided by the Fund will 
be known as the H. H. Powers Travel 
Fellowships in honor of Dr. Powers, 
founder of the Bureau. 


Exchange Student Jailed, Fined 


Julie Zaugg, °64, on leave from 
Oberlin this semester on an informal 
exchange program with Tougaloo 
Southern Christian College, Tougaloo, 
Mississippi, was recently fined $1000 
and sentenced to one year in jail in 
Jackson, Mississippi. The charge was 
trespassing, disturbing the peace, and 
disturbing public worship on World- 
wide Communion Sunday. 


According to Miss Zaugg, a police 
car trailed the automobile in which she 
and two Negro coeds from Tougaloo 
College were traveling as they rode 
from Tougaloo to Jackson, and arrested 
them following the refusal of an usher 
to admit the three girls to worship 
in an all-white Methodist Church in 
Jackson. Thrown into jail, they were 
brought before a judge late Monday 
afternoon and = sentenced for their 
“crime.” Miss Zaugg, whose home is 
Lake Forest, Illinois, is currently out 
on bail provided by the National Meth- 
odist Church pending appeal of the 
conviction. A major in sociology, she 
expects to return to Oberlin the second 
semester. 


A formal exchange program with 
Tougaloo Southern Christian College, 
was recently ratified, to begin with the 
second semester of the current year. 
Participating students will normally be 
selected from applicants who are soph- 
omores or juniors. A faculty commit- 
tee, headed by George E. Simpson, 
chairman of the department of sociol- 
ogy and anthropology, will select Ober- 
lin’s representatives. Exchange students 
will continue to pay the regular tuition 
fees, room and board charges, et cetera,

Looking Ahead 


Second in a series dealing with plans for Oberlin’s future

pass THE PAST FEW YEARS the educational context 

in which Oberlin does its work has been changing 
rapidly. The quality and character of educational pro- 
grams in secondary schools have responded to the social 
demands for increased subject matter content and depth 
in presentation. It is realistic to assume that such changes 
will continue in the near future, and that, therefore, 
students entering Oberlin College will come prepared in a 
way that was not true only a few years ago. 


How will Oberlin provide educational opportunities for 
these students? We can see now in the Oberlin curriculum 
in Arts and Sciences changes that result from the new 
secondary school curricula, and we can anticipate that the 
changes will remain and be joined by additional adjust- 
ments. 


One of the most important of the responses Oberlin 
has made is the extensive adoption of the Advanced Place- 
ment Program. This program provides for nationally- 
administered examinations in a wide variety of subjects. 
The examinations are open to students who have during 
their secondary school years received training beyond that 
currently associated with normal secondary school instruc- 
tion. The results of these examinations are sent to Oberlin, 
and on the basis of an individual student’s performance 
he may be placed in an advanced course in the subject and 
even be granted Oberlin College credit for the work done 
in his secondary school and certified by his examination. 


An increasing number of entering students have received 
advanced placement, and the pattern of Oberlin course 
elections has been changing as a consequence. Already the 
number of students enrolled for second year study in 
French, for example, is greater than the number enrolled 
for first year French. An appreciable number of students 
are now being released from the requirement of taking 
English composition by virtue of their examination per- 
formances. Such facts suggest two kinds of curricular 
changes. 


The first change can be expressed by saying that many 
former college courses will in the near future come to be 
regarded as at the secondary school level. Such changes 
have occurred in the past — Oberlin, for example, no 
longer offers courses in trigonometry or traditional algebra, 
although some years ago these formed an important part 
of freshman mathematics. This kind of change means that 
College courses become opportunities for students to work 
deeper into subjects in which they are already started. 


The second result of the improved secondary school 
training is that students come sooner to the point at which 
they can and should profit from independent study and 
elementary research projects. Oberlin has responded to 
this fact in recent years by strengthening honors work for 
juniors and seniors, by starting this year the Senior Scholar 
Program, and by beginning last summer the Summer 
Honors College in Arts and Sciences. None of these edu- 
cational programs would be viable if Oberlin students had 


not come as freshmen well prepared to move rapidly into 
intermediate level work in at least one subject. 

Changes in the curriculum which are demanded by the 
improved preparation of the freshmen are also demanded 
by the requirements society places on college graduates. 
For increasingly, college graduates are expected to be able 
upon graduation to work in depth in a topic or problem, 
to have already demonstrated independence in thought and 
work, and to be prepared to continue their education for 
themselves. 

But as Oberlin’s educational program changes, there are 
new and somewhat different demands placed upon the 
faculty and the physical environment for learning. A 
faculty member with two or three honors students to 
supervise must prepare himself with as much thoroughness 
as if he were teaching two or three different courses. The 
library must have materials that not only range widely 
over different subjects but also go deeply into those sub- 
jects so that honors study in depth is possible. There must 
be not only classrooms for lectures to large groups but also 
small seminar rooms where a few can work together. 
There must be not only instructional laboratories for classes 
but also research laboratories for one or two senior honors 
students in the sciences. There must be private places where 
one student can meet with a member of the faculty in the 
quiet and comfort necessary for serious intellectual work. 


Oberlin has already begun to provide some of these 
facilities in the Rice Hall faculty office structure, in the 
first part of the King Building, in the recently completed 
Kettering Hall of Science, and in other ways. But if 
Oberlin is to continue to meet the demands of these changes 
in the curriculum it must do still more. It must complete 
the King Building. It must provide housing for the library 
collections which makes those resources freely and easily 
available to all — a condition not now met in our 55-year- 
old Carnegie Library. It must provide even greater aid 
than in the past to keep the library collection rich and 
broad and deep as scholarship grows. It must provide for 
areas of learning not now adequately represented in the 
curriculum but of growing importance in preparing students 
in the last half of the century — studies in Far Eastern 
cultures and languages, for example. It must continue to 
provide the resources and environment that make Oberlin 
an attractive place for faculty members of stature to teach 
and study. 

In short, new challenges to improve Oberlin’s educa- 
tional program in Arts and Sciences arise both from the 
improvement in the preparation of our entering students 
and the changes in the demands placed upon our graduates. 
It is this realization that leads us to action in our efforts 
to provide for the Oberlin of the future. But our action 
requires the help of all in the Oberlin family — and not 
only financial help, important as that is. We need and 
invite your interest, your comments, and your suggestions 
to help us on the campus meet the challenge to improve 
Oberlin now.

While President Robert Carr read the citation 
at Oberlin Commencement exercises, College Trustee 
Percy Ebbott, °10, presented the diplomas and hoods 
to the Masticks at their home. The citation read, 
“‘Indomitable symbols of Oberlin’s faith in co-educa- 
tion, courageous supporters of a future that builds 
upon, but dares to differ from the past.”
